Flea Control 

Dogs and cats might bring fleas 
into your home. The best wa] 
to prevent this is to get rid of 
the fleas on your household pets.; 
- For fleas on dogs, you can dust 
with a 10 per cent DDT dust or 
spray with a 1 per, cent DDT 
barn spray. 

Do not put DDT on cats, as 
they may poison themselves by 
licking the DDT off their fur. 
For cats use % or 1 per cent 
ortenone or pyrethrum dust. Reg- 
ular garden derris dust will give 
good control. 

Sometimes fleas get in cracks 
in the floor, in spaces around 
baseboards and under carpets. A 
5 per cent DDT household spray 
on these surfaces will give good 
control.
